38. (Amended) A method according to claim 37, wherein 
the a 3 p 4 nicotinic receptor antagonist is not mecamylamine; is 
not 18-methoxycoronaridine; is not bupropion; is not ibogaine; 
and is not a pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt or solvate of 
mecamylamine, 18 -methoxycoronaridine , bupropion^
